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DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 


The Convention of the Diocese of Ohio, which sat in June 
Jast, was attended by the Bishop, 6 clerical, and 18 lay dele- 
gates. ‘The following is an extract from the address delivered 
by the Bishop: 

“On the 12th of September last, by divine grace, I was the in- 
strument of consecrating to the service of Almighty God, St. 
Paul’s Church, in Chillicothe ; which episcopal act is rendered 
doubly interesting, by the circumstance of its being the first of 
the kind, west of the Allegany mountains. ‘The church is 
small, but neat, and commodious, having already a small organ 
aid good music. Much praise is due to the gentlemen, who, 
under very discouraging circumstances, have persevered to the 
accomplishment of this good work; and I am peculiarly grate- 
fulto Divine Providence, in that, with the finishing of their 
church, the parish have, I hope, permanently, secured the ser- 
vices of a pious and able minister of the Lord Jesus. The 
parish of All-Saint’s church, at Portsmouth, I had visited in 
July, and found their unanimity and zeal, in the cause of truth 
and piety, unabated. The Rev. Ezra B. Kellogg, deacon, 
having been regularly received into the diocese, by letters dimis- 
sory from the Bishop of New York, is fixed, for the present, 
at Chillicothe, Portsmouth, and Circleville. What congrega- 
tions, however small and depressed, will not take courage, 
when witnessing the blessing with which God hath been pleased 
‘o crown the efforts of these interesting parishes ? 

“ The connexion subsisting between the Rev. Intrepid Morse, 
and the parish of St. James’s church, Zanesville, has been dis- 
solved in great harmony: the former will henceforth confine 
his parochial services to Steubenville and vicinity, and the 
latter will be supplied by the ministrations of the Rev. Ps 
Chase, jun. 

“The Rev. Spencer Wall, deacon, came regularly into the 
liocese with letters of recommendation from the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Xemp, of Maryland. I advised the offer of his ministerial ser- 
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\ vices to those, hitherto, much neglected places at the western of a 
4 part of the diocese, viz. Dayton, Springfield, and Piqua, Ai them 
these he laboured from the 19th of October, to the 24th of March the ¢ 
last; when he had some thoughts of quitting his station; from v6 | 
which, considering our destitute situation, [ was so happy as to ther, 
dissuade him; so that he still continues among them. From Beli 
his report, dated the 27th of March, 1822, I make the following pers 
extracts. * Regular and stated ministrations at these three places stant 
and the country adjoining them, would, beyond question, con. cons 
tribute much to the prosperity of the church, in the western and 
part of the diocese.

It is intended to gra 
commence the building as soon as the weather will permit, and “ 
complete it in the present year. ‘The services and doctrines of cult

“‘ I make the above extract of the prospects at Piqua, in par- lov 
ticular, because it is a place never before visited, neither by cei 
myself, nor any of our clergy. To lovers of primitive truth, 
: how cheering the prospect, to see the divine seed take root, in 
a soil su new, and yet so free from the weeds and briers of mo- 
dern prejudices. Other places, there doubtless are, equalls fol 
f congenial, had we more faithful labourers, who, regardless of . 
toil and hardship, would make the glory of their Redeemer’s !

i “ Though unable, as I have observed, to visit, in person, the vel 
‘ churches at the north, southwest and east, during the last year; er, 
yet the tidings from them, through the medium of their J pr 
respective clergy, and others, have been, as far as our destitute the 
condition would permit, by no means void of consoling, and st: 
even animating, prospects. Yc 
“The parish of St. Thomas’ church, St. Clairsville, have pe 
mostly, through the laudable exertions of a few individuals, heen : to 
j enabled to build and finish a church, respectable for its siZe, N 
and convenience; and I am just now informed that it is ready ve 
| for consecration to the service of Almighty God. H 
% “The exertions of the Rev. Mr. Searle, on the Connecticut de 
Reserve lands, and in Huron county, have met with my most se 
cordial approbation, and, I humbly hope, will be rewarded by w 
it Him, in whose service he so faithfully labours. The formation Gs 
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of a parish at N orwalk, excites feelings of great desire, to see 
them, and to join in prayers with them, to the Great Head of 
the church, for heavenly blessings on our infant Zion. 

« [ cannot suppress my grateful feelings to our heavenly Fa- 
ther, that he continues to bless the people at Morristown, in 
Belinont, and in Monroe counties, with the spirit, patience and 
perseverance, in the cause of religion, though, under circum- 
stances of great deprivation. At the former place they have 
constant lay reading, and, by these means, have kept together, 
and have commenced the building of a small, but decent church, 
In Monroe, the lambs are not entirely scattered, though they 
have had but one visitation of a person in holy orders, since the 
summer of 1820. O God of mercy! pity our destitute condi- 
tion, and send forth labourers into thy harvest. Good accounts 
have been received from Cincinnati. The labours of a pious 
minister seem much blessed, and the number of the faithful is 
gradually increasing. 

“ On the whole, considering our infant state, the great difft- 
culties we have to encounter, in being so scattered, and so poor, 
we have, in the events of last year, in the patient sufferings of 
our clergy, and in the perseverance of our people, received such 
evident tokens of the divine goodness and mercy, that we have 
great reason to bless God, and take courage—* whom the Lord 
loveth, he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom he re- 
ceiveth.’ ” 


A pastoral letter from the Bishop accompanies the journal. 

At a meeting of the missionary society of the diocese, held 
on the 6th June, the Rev. Philander Chase, jun. presented the 
following report: 


“T left Worthington, Sept. 21, 1821, and proceeded to New 
York; where I arrived, during the session of the Diocesan Con- 
vention.— The address to the Bishops, of which I was the bear- 
er, Was gratuitously printed by Messrs. Swords, and a copy 
presented to Bishop Hobart, who gave the object proposed 
thereby, his warm encouragement and approbation.——-Circum- 
stances, however, preventing an immediate application in N ew 
York, I proceeded to New Haven, Conn. having first obtained 
permission and encouragement from Bishop Brownell, to apply 
to the churches in his diocese. I passed through Stamford, 
Norwalk, Bridgeport, and Stratford ; and arrived at New Ha- 
ven, Oct. 25th; thence I went to Middletown the 30th, and to 
Hartford the 1st. Nov. From Hartford, I proceeded to Provi- 
dence, R. I. when I found that the Rev. Mr. Crocker was ab- 
sent: which occasioned me some delay. In the mean time, 1 
went to Bristol, and having obtained the approbation of Bishop 
Griswold, preached in Providence, Nov. 11th; thence to Boston: 
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where, after tarrying some time, being hospitably entertained 
and kindly assisted, 1 preached Nov. 25th, and proceeded to 
Salem, 27th; thence to Newburyport, 29th, and to Portsmouth 
30th. Leaving Portsmouth, 3d Dec. my object was to pass 
over to Troy, New York. I could not, however, but seize upon 
this opportunity of visiting a brother and other near relatives, 
in Vermont, and New Hampshire ; so that [ did not arrive at 
Troy till Dec. 16th. I preached in Troy, 23d Dec. in Albany 
same day—thence to Poughkeepsie 26th, tarrying, during the 
holy season of Christmas, with a relative in Kingston. Preach- 
ed in Poughkeepsie, 30th Dec. in Hyde Park same day: arrived 
in New York, 51st Dec. 

“© After hearing the verv favourable result of the application, 
kindly made by the clergy of that city, in our behalf, I proceed- 
ed to New Brunswick, N. J. where I received the warm en- 
couragement of Bishop Croes, and, after an application, through 
Rev. Mr. Powers, at Newark, preached in New Brunswick, 
Jan. 13th; thence proceeded to Trenton—where, however, I 
was prevented from an immediate application, which has since 
been made—I went on to Burlington—preached there, Jan. 16, 
and next day arrived in Philadelphia. ‘The General Missionary 
Society being about to make their application in this city, it was 
deemed proper by Bishop White and the clergy, that the appli- 
cation which I went thither to make, should be merged in that: 
it being thought that the object and interests of each were the 
same—so that, under the implied assurance that the wants of 
this diocese, so highly prominent, and for which so much sym- 
pathy has been felt and expressed by our brethren, would have 
an early remembrance in the disposition of the General Society’s 
funds, I proceeded to Baltimore, where I arrived Jan. 25. | 
had the satisfaction to find my object highly approved by Bishop 
Kemp;—-the assistance afforded by the churches in this city 
was by individual donation--the attendance upon which, re- 
quired a greater length of time, than elsewhere—so that I did 
not arrive in Washington, till 15th, Feb. 1822. I was prevent- 
ed from making immediate application to the churches of this 
place and Georgetown. I received, however, promise, that 
such should be made, as soon as practicable.—It had been my 
intention to have proceeded to South Carolina, on this mission; 

but a letter from Bishop Moore, of Virginia, to whom I had 
written, though hospitably inviting me thither, informing mc 
that my solicitations would interfere with a general and large 
application, already going on in his diocese, I deemed it most 
adviseable to give up the prosecution of my journey, any fur- 
ther: particularly, as the visit to S.C. would much increase 
the expense of my journey, unless, by greater success on my 
way, than I had a right to expect. Earnestly commending, 
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chen, the object to Bishops Moore and Bowen, by letters, I re- 
turned homeward. From Bishop Bowen, I have since loavaed 
that on will soon be made in his " diocese; the success 
of which, I am still anxious to learn. Passing through Freder- 
icktown, "Ma. I received the same assurances, which had been 
made at Georgetown, from the Rev. Mr. Johns: leaving Salem, 
[ arrived home 12th March. Letters during the course of 
my journey were transmitted to those parishes and places, 
where I had prospect of any success-—from some of whom I 
received encouragement to hope for future assistance. 

“It becomes me here to state, generally, what I should have 
done in the course of this report, with respect to individual 
places and people, had I not feared too frequent repetition, m5 
feelin gs of lively gratitude, for the great hospitality shown me, 
at every place I have visited, by the ministers and members of 
our church——and, also, for the great interest expressed, often, 
by substantial deeds, as well as words, in the prosperity of our 
western Zion. And here, too, I must acknowledge the great 
vaiue of that kind assistance rendered me, at every place, by all 
our brethren.

Protestant Episcopal Theological Seminary. ve 
} The trustees of the Theological School of the Protestant a 
Episcopal Church in the United States held their annual meet- a 
ip ing in the city of New York, on the 23d day of July, 1822. The 7 
be meeting consisted of clerical and lay trustees from Massachu- ch 
setts, Connecticut, New York, and Pennsylvania. The venera- 
ble presiding bishop of the church, Bishop White, of Pennsyl- , 


vania, favoured the meeting with his presence and his counsels 
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.-Bishop Hobart, of New York, and Bishop Croes, of New 
Jersey, also attended—Bishop Brownell, of Connecticut, had 
made arrangements for attending, but was prevented by indis- 
osition. At the meeting, an interesting communication was 
read from the standing committee of the church in South Caro- 
lina, affording strong evidence of the lively and zealous inter- 
est of the bishop, and clergy, and laity, of that state in the suc- 
cess of the seminary, to which they have liberally contributed. 
The trustees adopted statutes for the government of the insti- 
tution, and attended an examination of the students, who afford- 
ed evidence of very satisfactory proficiency in the different 
branches of study which they had pursued. An interesting ad- 
dress was delivered in the presence of the trustees, the pro- 
fessors, and the students, by the presiding bishop. A disserta- 
tion was read by one of the students, and sermons publicly 
delivered by two of their number. [Christian Fournal.

Statutes adopted at the Annual Meeting. 
CHAPTER I. 
Of Meetings of the Board of Trustees. 


1. The Board of Trustees shall meet statedly in the city of 
New York, on the fourth Tuesday in July in every year. Spe- 
‘ial meetings may be convened agreeably to the provisions of 
‘he fourth article of the constitution. 

2. At each annual meeting, the Board of Trustees shall ap- 
point, by ballot, from their own number, a Treasurer and Se- 
cretary. 

CHAPTER II. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


1. The necessary business of the Seminary, during the re- 
ess of the Board, shall be managed by a Standing Committee, 
to consist of the Bishop of the diocese in which the Seminary 
is situated, and of such other Bishop or Bishops as may be in 
the city of New York at any meeting of the Committee, of the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Board, and of six clerical and 
ix lay Trustees, to be elected annually by ballot. Of this 
Committee, seven members, a Bishop, or the substitute pro- 
vided in the ensuing section, being one, shall constitute a quo- 
rum. They may be convened by the Bishop of the diocese, in 
which the Seminary is situated, and shall be convened by him 
at the request of any other Bishop, or of any two members. 
The senior Bishop present at any meeting of the Committee 
shall be their chairman. 
2. A member of the Board shall be appointed by the Bishop 
of the diocese in which the Seminary is situated, with the ap-

The Godhead of Christ triumphing over Arianism, 

Theodosius the Great, about the year 380, was wheedled by 
some of his artful courtiers, to favour the Arians so far as to 
let them open their places of worship and undermine the divi- 
nity of our Lord Jesus Christ. Some time after, he made his 
son Arcadius a partner with him in the empire. He gave pub- 
lic notice of this event. The noblemen, who were governors of 
the provinces, and the bishops, came at the appointed day, to 
congratulate him on the occasion. Among the rest there came 
Aruphilocus, a famous old bishop, who had bitterly suffered in 
the Arian persecution. Accordingly he made a very handsome 
address to the emperor, and was going to take his leave.— 
“ What!” says Theodosius, * do you take no notice of my son? 
Do not you know that I have made him partner with me in the 
empire?” Upon this, the good old bishop went up to young 
Arcadius, who was about sixteen years of age, and putting his 
hand upon his head, he said, * The Lord bless thee, my son!” 
and immediately offered to retire. “The emperor was roused 
into rage at this apparent neglect: ** What!” says he, “ ts this 
all the respect you pay to a prince that I have made of equal 
dignity with myself?” Upon this, the bishop, with the gran- 
deur of an angel and the zeal of an apostle, looking the em- 
peror full in the face, spoke with an indignant tone of voice the 
following remarkable words: “ Sir,” said he, * do you so high- 
ly resent my apparent neglect of your son, because I do not 
give him equal honours with yourself? And what must the 
eternal God think of you, who have given leave to have his co- 
equal and co-eternal son, degraded in his proper divinity, in 
every part of your empire.” Such words as these were like a 
thousand daggers plunged into the emperor’s heart. He was a 
good man, and he felt the reproof to the bottom of his soul. He 
gave immediate orders to have all the Arian chapels shut up, 
and would not suffer one to exist. [ Boston Recorder. 
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
